ENGLAND. 
London, June 13.— Concluding a 
rati ifesto, issued to the electors of 
Miilatbian, Gladstone sars: "Among 
tie benefits I anticipate from your ac 
C«pfcance of our policy are these: Con- 
solidation of t Lie united empire and 
great addition to the strength; stoppage 
of tho heavy, constant and demoralizing 
waste of public treaauro; abatement 
and gradual extinction of ignoble feuds 
in Ireland, and that development uf 
her resources wbic'i experience shows 
to be the natural consequence of free 
andjorderly government; redemption of 
the honor of Great Jtritaiu from tha 
stigma fastened upon her, clmost from 
time immemorial, in respact to Ireland, 
by the judgment of the whole civilized 
world; and lastly restoration of parlia- 
ment to its dignity and efficiency, and 
regular progress of tho business of the 
country. 

Well, gentlemen, the first question t 
now put to you is how shall Ireland be 
governed? There is another question 
behind it and involved in it. How are 
England and Scotland to be governed/ 
You know how, for tho last nix years 
especially, the affairs of England and 
Scotland have been impeded and your 
imperial parliament discredited and dis- 
abled. All this happened while the na- 
tionaliata were but a, small minority of 
the Iriiih members, without nupport 
from so much as a handful oi' members 
not Irish. Now they approach ninety 
and are entitled to say, "we are (speak- 
ing tho views of Ireland as a nation." 
It is impossible to deal with this sub- 
ject by half measures. Thoy aro now 
strong in British support, which 
brought 313 members to vote for their 
country; strongest of all in the senso of 
being right, 

But, gentlemen, we have done our 
part. The rest remains for you, the 
electors of the country. May you bo 
able to see through and cast away all 
delusions— refuse the evil and choose 
the good. 

I have the honor, gentlemen, to,. be 
your faithful and greatful servant.

New York, Juno 13.- Cable special 
from London: Gladstone's Btateaments 
in the house on Thursday put an end to 
tho lingering doubts about dissolution, 
necessity for which few dispute and al! 
deplore. No unavoidable measure was 
ever so unpopular. Write will bo out 
by June the 21th and the eleotion 
ought to be over by the middle of J uly. 
Gladstone stands pledged to convoke 
the new parliament in August, if a 
majority ha against him, or doubtful. 
This pledge induced the tories to grant 
the government supplies sufficient un- 
til October. The Parnellites, who had 
resolved to allow no money to be voted 
beyond August, have been somehow 
induced to give way. 

Criticisms of tho Irish bill, on 
grounds already familiar, an; followed 
' by a declaration of the radical leader's 
readiness to maintain the law of Eng- 
land, which in Lord Salisbury's mouth 
would bo called coercion. The policy 
which he proposes in the placo of Glad- 
stone's present bill may be summed 
into two phrases — local aelf-govern 
ment and federation for all parts of the 
United Kingdom. This may introduce 
a new issue in tho electoral contest, but 
the vital issue lios with no Bingle indi- 
vidual to determine. 

Tho Times treats dissolution as a 
penal measure, saying that a parlia- 
ment only six montB old is dissolved in 
order that Gladstone may endeavor to 
drive from the housu men who accept- 
ed his manifesto as sincere, and who 
loyally adhered to the liberal princi- 
ples as laid down by himself. 



tion will depend on tho degree of har- 
mony betveen the different sections of 
unionists who composed Monday's ma- 
jority. Tory leaders admit the difficul- 
ties of inducing local managers to sup- 
port liberal unionists candidates. Lib- 
eral caucuses show themselves merciless 
to members who voted against the scc- 
ondreading. Kidlandof Burnley Saino at 
Barrow wore condemned by a jjreat 
majority. Thoy, like many others imnst 
depend for re-election on tory votes 
which Ohamborlain can afford to re- 
ject.

politics. Animosity shows itself most 
strongly against Chamberlain, but tho 
attempt to justify <t by accusing Cham 
berlain of culminating Gladstone has 
broken down.

Juno 13.— King Ludwis 
to Jay took his departure tor Berg cas- 
tle, on lake Stoueberg. The 6conea 
along the route of the journey were 
very afiecting. Peasants knelt in tho 
roadways, weeping. The king respond- 
ed to their grcatings mournfully but 
kindly. He looked pale and wear}'. 
The utmoHt precautious hove been tak- 
»n to prevent him committing suioide. 

O.-VNADA. 
Ottawa, June 12.— An American 
gentleman now in this city says that 
large sums of money are being sent 
from Boston and other American cities 
to aid tho secessionist party in Nova 
Scot in. He states that he is personal- 
ly aw;ire of t,the fact that one Boston 
firm has contributed $25,000, which 
was forwarded the day he left that 
city, and he also states that tho seces- 
sion movement is looked upon as the 
primary stop towards annexation, 
which would give the Americans con- 
trol of the whole Canadian fishing 
grounds.

PlCKUSD Chicken.— Boil four chicken* 
until tender enough for meat m fall from 
louos, put moat in a Stone jar aud pour 
over it three pints of cold, good cider vino- 
gar and a pint andakfl'fof the water iu 
which tho chickens were boiled; add spices 
if preferred, and it will be ready for uso in 
three days. This is a popular Sunday even- 
ing dish; it is good for lunch ut any timo. 

Smotukkkd Buefstkax. —When one is 
tired of beefsteak cooked in the ordinary- 
way it ia very nice Jinothored. Prepare a 
seasoning of breadcrumbs, regulating the 
amount by tho quantity of stoak that is 
to be dressed — mixed with a very little 
mincod onion, a small piece of butter, 
pepper, salt and summer savory; spread 
it on tho itoak, roll each piece separately 
and tie with a string. Place them in a 
saucepan with a slice of pork and half a 
pint of water, and atew until tender, which 
can bo easily ascertained by plunging a 
fork into the moat, 

Pottkd Veal — Pass ono pound of 
solid cooked veal, free from bono, gristle 
and skin, with a quarter of a pound of 
oooked ham — equal parts of lean and fat 
— through a rainoing machine until it is 
aa line as sausage-moat. Add to it pep- 
por and salt to taste, and a quartur of a 
pound of froah butter. Let all bo well 
mixed together, find then preaa it into 
pots and cover with clarified butter. Any 
of these potted moats are excellent jproad 
upon very thin divided toast. Out thin 
slices of bread, toast them lightly on both 
sides, and split them, when cold, down 
tho middle so that there may bo one 
toasted and ono untoaated s'de to each 
pitcs. Butter tho untoaated aide and 
spread it with potted moat. Preia the 
toast togothorin its origin*! form, and cut 
into strips two inches wide.

ATB. BE A FEN'S ADDRESS. 

Tho lendor of the opposition cannot bo 
congratulated upon his uddreBS. The hon- 
orable gentleman is wont to speak of hugo 
"giveuwnys" by the government. May wo 
not be excused for poiatiug out that in his 
nddress ho "gives" himself "away" com- 
pletely when he says that the ineroiised 
revenue is mostly duo to tho sale of the 
graving dock?

Suppose tho graving dock had romaiuod in 
tho hands of tho province and that during 
tho three and a hnlf years -of tho 
Smitho administration thero had been 
a total expoudituro of §350,000, 
would not the province to-day have been 
minus that large sum with the lar<»o sum 
it received from Canada added ? The dis- 
posal of the graving dock was ono of tho 
beat bargains evor mado. The province 
will enjoy all the benefits that will accrue 
from tho establishment of the dock at 
Esquitnalt without being callod on to de- 
fray the coat of maintaining it. What 
better arrangement for the province could 
have been niada? It iB said that one can- 
not eat his cuka and have it. But the 
province haa swallowed the drydock in 
local improvements and still retains 
itl Mr. Beaveu'B allusion to Mr. Sniithe 
as finance miniater cornea with poor grace 
from him, who, during his first term of 
olfice, mortgaged tho anticipated revenuo 
to the bank and borrowed §30,000 from a 
local capitalist, besideB borrowing three- 
quarters of a million from tho Canadian 
government and spending tho money that 
otood to the credit of intestate oitates. It 
galls Mr. Beaven and his few followers 
to ace this province advancing in spite of 
thoir factioqanesa; but the people are 
pleased and that is all tho government 
neod euro about. Mr. Boaven is a pes- 
simist. Tho uoveriimont and people in 
olino to optimism. 

ANNEXATION AND CITIZENS II It' 

Mr. R. T. Williams in a letter to tho 
Times ohargoii that the editor of The Colu 
■nist "thanked God ho was not an Eng- 
lishman when ho, (the editor of The Colo- 
»iwt) was tryiug to make a raise by advo- 
cating annexation." In reply to thia un- 
truthful young man wo would say that tho 
editor of this paper never made the re- 
mark that is attributed to him, nor did ho 
evor on any occasion advocate annexation. 
On the contrary, as tho files of hia jour- 
nal will show, he opposed annexation and 
advocated confederation, gaining for him- 
Bolf a great deal of enmity because of his 
refusal to approve of a scheme to hand the 
country over to the United States. All 
old residents of the city know 
this to be true. If their tostimony 
is not deemed reliable the filos of 
The Colonist may bo consulted 
at any time. In an editorial noto to a 
communication the editor of the Times, 
while admitting that Mr. Higgins was 
born on British soil, claims that ho exer- 
cised the right of citizenship at San Fran- 
cisco and elsewhere. This is aluo pal- 
pably untrue. He was not of age when 
ho went to San Francisoo, and never ex- 
orcised the rights of citizenship there or 
elsewhore, except in British Columbia, 
■where ho landed twenty-eight years ago. 
If this statement is doubted the records 
may be consulted at San Francisco or 
elsewhere. The Timoa may rest its soul 
patience When elected for Esquimalt 
the editor of The Colonist will take hia 
seat in the house and there will not bo 
the slightest fear of his being unseated by 
petition. 

WHAT CONSTITUTES A MONO- 
POLY? 

According to tho socialistic opposition, 
every company — every mill company — 
every cannery company — every manufac- 
turing company— evory stage company — 
every steamboat company — evory railway 
company — nay, every wenlthy person who 
may embark in enterprises beyond the 
reach of ordinary individual effort, consti- 
tutes a "monopoly," a dangerous and bano- 
ftd "monopoly," which should be put 
down. Ono can cosily see — ono cannot 
Lelp seeing — to what such a monsterons 
theory would lend. All large enterprises 
requiring associated effort or capital must 
cease; for people would not combine to 
carry out any largo unterpriso, capital 
would stand aloof, if every effort of tho 
kind wore to bo stigmatized as a monopoly 
to bo boycotted, anathematised and stamped 
out. And wLat would become of labor? 
who would employ it? For that matter 
want would become of tho country? It 
woald just come to this, that every man 
would have, figuratively speaking, to paddle 
hia own canoe, to travel by his own con- 
veyance, iaakci his own boots and wash his 
own BhirtB.' But the latest and most notable 
hit at "monopolies" is that just made by a 
local socialistic organ. It donouncee Mr. 
J. H. Turner as a "monopolist," and calls 
upon tho electors to vote against him on 
that ground. Why is Mr. Turner called a 
"monopolist?" Beoanse he started tho 
"People's Line" of steamers for the oxpress 
purpose of protecting the people against 
tho o'leged oppression of another steam- 
boat company. Surely this "monopoly" 
cry has run mad.

ter use could we possibly have made of 
these remote and, to us, inaccessible 
lands than by placing them in the hands 
of the Dominion government to be quick- 
ly peopled and thus made a source of re- 
venue to the province ?

From the Blaine Journal wo learn tho 
following particulars of an attempt on 
thu part of some ono to poison John Mc- 
Sweeney, who has since boon murdered 
by Win. Pallock; "Some cowardly would- 
be assassin a few weeks ago poisoned a 
can of soda for John McSwooney, a Point 
Roberts fisherman, and cnnio near suc- 
ceeding in his murderous dusigns. It 
'oems that some time ugo McSweoney 
had Borne trouble with hiB partner, a man 
by the name of MoMullen, and the latter 
left disposing of his ii.toroat in the fishing 
tackle to John Gun. .Shortly afterwards 
MuSweeney made a loaf of bread, which, 
because of its bitter tasto he gave to his 
dog. Tho animal soon died in convul- 
sions. No further attention was paid to 
tho matter, however, until laat Thursday 
when McSweeney made another loaf of 
bread, using soda from this can. It was 
also bitter. In tasting from dillereut 
parts of the loaf McSweeney swallowed 
enough of the prison to cause spasms like 
those of the dog. Thia awakened sus- 
picion of the truth, and after drinking 
freely of dog-fish oil, ho started with at- 
tendants for Semiahtnoo. The bay was u 
little rough, and soon the motion of the 
boat, together with tho oil, caused the ex- 
pulsion of the poison from the stomach, 
undoubtedly saving the man's life.

Lady Blessington, 
who had been informed by her Parisian 
correspondent of the miraculous gifts of 
her prottfgi*, determined to try her bofnro 
she could have become acquainted with 
any of tho persons present, or oven ascer- 
tained their names. Three men wore sue- 
cesaively brought to her. To the Srat, 
after examining his hand, she said: "Your 
lifo will be a happy and successful one; 
you will did old, without pain, but on out 
occasion you and one of your children 
will miraculously escape destruction. " To 
tho second: "It seems almost incredi- 
ble, but I would say to you, in the 
words of Shakespeare, 'Thou wilt bo 
king hereafter I' Yea, sir; you will reign." 
After gazing into tho palm of the third 
tho youug girl shivered, grew pale and 
dropped his hand. Quickly rallying, she 
informed him that b!iq had soon nothing 
worth repeating, and left his aide. But 
tho same night, boforo leaving, aho im- 
plored Lady Blessington to distrust her 
gusst, saying: "Ho will commit 'murder 
and be sentenced to death." 

These throe men wore Charlea Dickons, 
who, in 18G4, returning from abroad, was 
in the horrible railway accident of Staple- 
hurst, and escaped unhurt. The MS. of 
"Our Mutuul Friend," his offspring, in- 
closed in a small hand-bag, was found up- 
on the track amid the debris and returned 
to the author. The second man '.vas Prince 
Louis Napoleon. No commentary is need- 
ed. Tho third was Charles Wain Wright, 
then a most promising painter, who after- 
ward murdered his wife with tho most re 
volting cruelty. Ho was condemned to 
death but tho Queon commuted his sen- 
tence to transportation for life.

OUR ENGLISH LETTER. 

The Leading Whip's Perquisites 
—Mr'. Albert Gray's Inquiry: 

Deuth of the Founder ot the 
Oneida Free Love Com- 
munity. 



Ib'rom Our Regular Correspondent] 

London, May 29th. 
Mr. Albert Grey initiated a very in- 
structive and UBoful discussion in the 
house of commons. Ho asked the finan- 
cial secretary of tho treaaury if it wua truo 
that a aum of money waa annually handed 
to 

Til E LKA DING Willi', 
apart from hia salary ; if any portion of 
tho amount was subscribed to the secre- 
tary of tho government audit; and wheth- 
er it waa true that such money waa regu- 
larly applied to electioneering or party 
purposes I Ho also wished to know tho 
act or vote by which tho whips derivod 
power to dispose of the publio funds. 
Thero is about £50,000 a year spent for 
secret service money. Some of it cornea 
out of the consolidated fund, and about 
£30,000 of it iB usually voted in the esti- 
mates. The general understanding was 
that this money was exclusively used by 
the government to employ political agents 
abroad. Thero are timoa when it ia'necea- 
aary for the foreign oEico to be made ac- 
quainted with facts that tho ordinary 
representatives oonnot well get at, and 
this loose money is placed at the disposal 
of the ministry to cover inquiries of tho 
kind indicated. Wo have often had 
agents travelling in Central Asia — picking 
up news about the inovemonta of Russia 
and the Asiatic tribes; and thoir services 
aud expenses aro paid out of this fund. 
Thia is a

expenditure for any government, and no 
sensible man will grumble at the execu- 
tive having such a fund at its disposal. 
A few yours ago Mr. Rylands discovered 
that some of the money, instoad of being 
employed in tho way described, was used 
to increase the salary of tho permanent 
under- secretary of tho foreign office, whq 
was then Lord Hammond. When the 
discovery was mado and exposed, tho 
payment was discontinued, and Lord 
Hammond's salary was increased in the 
regular way. During tho troubles in Ire- 
land, no doubt, secret service money has 
boon unlisted for the purpose of ferreting 
out the socrots of the Land League tiiid 
tho Fenians. No ponitivo information on 
tho subject has been forthcoming, but 
there is no moral doubt that a large sum 
of money haa boon annually used in this 
way. Tho beat proof of it ia that during 
tho Irish troubloa the vote for sterat aer- 
vico waa very largely increased. Mr. 
Albert Qroy'a question elicited from Mr. 
Fowler a statement that a sum of £10, 00^ 
was paid to the leading whip, and that he 
rendered no account of it. That was all 
the information got by the question, but, 
fortunately, tho first order on Monday 
night was a vote on account; and in it 
there was a sum of £5,000 sot down for 
secret service monoy. This furnished an 
opportunity for'

on the Rubject. Mr. Rylands moved that 
tho sum bo disallowed. Tho prime minis- 
ter, however, explained that ho know noth- 
ing about tho vote. lie could givo no in- 
formation as to how the fund wan used, but 
Lo had always had some qualms of consci- 
ence about it, uudhad often proposed that 
the expenditure under this head should be 
specified in moro detail. Ho gave a quali- 
fied promise that tho requisite information 
should bo forthcoming on some future occa- 
Hion, although ho could offer no assurance 
that an alteration would be mado ut pres- 
ent. The way in which Mr. Grey managed 
to bring tho subject to tho surfaco indicates 
tho strained relations of the two sections of 
the liberal party. As long as the party was 
not split no objection was made to th* 
money being used by the whip. But now 
that tho party is divided and there nro liko- 
ly to be very tierce conflicts between tho 
union liberals and the home rule liberals at 
the coming election, it is feared tho minis- 
ters will use tho £10,000 at their command 
for opposing men who, liko Mr. Gray, aro 
going against the government. Tho 'Jiiion- 
ists feel this acutely and want to bring the 
fact into prominence. Tho present admin- 
istration will not havo a largo sum at its 
disposal, because tho liberals have been in 
power only a few months. But if they had 
boon in oflico only four or fivo years, tho 
amount would have "reached £-10,000 or 
£130,000, and that would havo helped a lot 
of poor candidates. It is an abominablo 
nbuso of government patronage. Thero is 
to bo, it appears, a

at Boston, in America. Tk« "hub of the 
universe" has evidently made up its mind 
to show England that if in his own country 
tho author of "Vanity Fair" has not as yet 
received the full tribute of respect and ad- 
miration duo to so great a man, tne cul- 
tured Bostonian is going to make up for 
such culpable remisness. Thackary is very 
widely road across tho Atlantic. The cir- 
cumstance is due partly to the fact that the 
pooplo thero have enjoyed for many years 
the benefit of cheap editions of his works 
up to tho present—but net iu the future- 
denied to us; and partly to their sound 
literary tastes. Of Dickens wo havo a most 
elaborate biography; of Thackeray we havo 
scarcely anything that can worthily rank ur 
a full and interesting history. Tho death 
is announced of Air. John Humphrey 
Noyes, who in his time has made not a 
little noise beyond the Atlantic. Ho waa 
tho founder of tho Oneida free lovo com- 
munity, and while to those of his own 
way of thinking ho was a "good and holy 
man," certain othora could find no softer 
description for him than that of "an us- 
sertor of tho natural right to commit adul- 
tery." Liko many other

Mr. NoyeB has run the round of tho Boots. 
Beginning aa nothing in particular, he was 
next an "Evangelist," then a Congrega- 
tionaltat proaoher, then a "Perfoctionist," 
and so cn, carried by the tido of religious 
enthusiasm from one sandbank to another, 
until ho sat up on his own account as tho 
foundor of a sect on "free lovo principles." 
In a pecuniary sense the experiment is 
said to have boon highly successful') But 
in course of time the free lovo people 
could not lovo each other enoug'u to ke«p 
tho community together; and bo Mr. 
Noyea had to confeas, before dying that 
tho world is not yet ripe for "free love 
ideas."

THE IS -TON GUN. 
That Exploded oh theICollincwood- 

r (London Times, Hay the 2!st.) 

It can be no matter of surprise that 
tho late failure of the -13-ton gun on 
board the Collingwood should havo 
caused consternation and dismay not 
merely in military and naval circles, 
but in every quarter whore tho safety 
and efficiency of naval ordnance are 
regarded as a matter of primary na- 
tional concern. The official answers 
given on the subject in the House of 
Commons have tended rather to in- 
crease than to abate tho general anxi- 
ety. We are told that proper inquiries 
will bo instituted, that we must wait 
till these inquiries are concluded, and 
in the meanwhile that tbe Colossus, 
which carries the same class of guna 
as tho Collingwood, lias been ordered 
to sea with instructions not to fire hor 
guns except in case of military neces- 
sity, when, of course, she must take her 
chance. When Mr. Hibbert is asked 
whether the navy possesses any guns 
"of a known trustworthy ciiaractor in 
reference to their having undergone a 
continuous test, such as it might be 
reasonably inferred they would under- 
go in an ordinary naval action," he de- 
sires that notice of the qusstion may 
be given before he can undertake to 
answer it. He . further supplements 
this remarkably evasivo answer by the 
more disquieting statement "that the 
Colossus has "already fired off these 
43-ton guns at sea without anv sorious 
result occurring"— a reply which ia far 
from satisfactory in reference to the 
past, and if! entirely devoid of reassur- 
ance for tho future in view of the fact 
that the commander of the vessel hus 
now been instructed not to repeat the 
dangerous experiment of firing the 
guns at a target. They havo already 
been fired at sea and they have not 
burst; but tbey aro not to bo tired 
again for fear tiiey should burst. For 
all practical purposes, therefore, the 
vessel might just as well be sent to sea 
with no heavy guns at all. It is true 
that should an enemy appear the guns 
must be pointed at him and tired, 
whatever the result. Hut with what 
confidence can any men, even thu 
bravest of Englishmen, be expected to 
work guns in time of war which are 
considered too dangerous for practice 
in time of peace? Of course, the best 
of guns may be expected to fail occa- 
sionally. Tho gun lias not yet been 
designed or forged which can be pro- 
nounced to bo absolutely safe in all 
circumstances. But the question which 
arises in regard to the guns of the Col- 
ossus is not whether they are absolute 
ly safe in exceptional circumstances, 
but whether they are not absolutely 
dangerous in ordinary circumstances. 
The official .statements made in Parlia- 
ment are certainly calculated .to con- 
vey the impression to the unprejudiced 
mind that the War Office is quite un- 
able to answer this latter question with 
a confident denial. 

When the Woolwich guns, of what- 
ever system, are fired, tbuy burst. 
What is mora, their failure is predicted 
beforehand, and it occurs on tria". ex- 
actly in the manner in which it was 
predicted. We have already referred 
to tho remarkable prediction made by 
Colonel Hope with regard to the guns 
of the Collingwood only n few hours 
before the prediction was fulfilled. 
Last year the weak point of guns of tko 
accepted Woolwich pattern was accur- 
ately indicated iii public by a sciontilic 
export, who foretold that tliey would 
fail on actual trial at that precise 
point, yince that time a C inch gun 
has failed on board the Active, a 9-2- 
inch has failed in like manner in the 
hands of the Ordnance authorities — 
though very little has been heard in 
public of this particular mishap — and 
now tbe 43 ton gun has failed on board 
the Collingwood. The explosion on 
board the Thunderer roused Woolwich 
from its dream of absolute safety, and 
we seem now to have rushed to the ex 
treme of no safety at all, The explana- 
tion is the samo in each case, as our 
correspondent clearly and conclusively 
shows. Unscientific resistance to 
change is the normal attitude of Wool- 
wich; unscientific adoption of change 
either in response to external pressure, 
or in consequence of demonstrated fail- 
ure, is the only alternative. When the 
former mood is in the ascendant the 
War Office declines to advance, as our 
correspondent tells us, on the ground 
of the great cost of change, or of exper 
iments pointing to change, the words 
being quoted, we believe, from an offi- 
cial statement on tho subject. When 
the other mood provails we get guns 
like those that have failed on board 
the Active and the Collingwood, or 
which cannot be fired for fear of fail- 
ure, like (hose on board the Colossus. 
If parliament and publio opinion can 
once bo brought to recognize that "ex- 
periments" pointing lo "change" are 
the very life and essonce of gunnery 
and of all other matters connected with 
the modern art of naval warfaro, wc 
shall very soon aeo the ond of a sys- 
tem to which we owe tho disasters of 
the Thunderer, the Active and the Col- 
lingwood, and the humiliating disable- 
ment of the Colossus and of all other 
vessels similarly armed.

A BOOH TOW N, 

The Fate Which Bcfel an Iowji 
metropolis^ 

Das Moines Capital: Goldsmith a aban- 
doned Auburn finda a counterpart in the 
village of A.ngU8. About four years ainco, 
R. B. Angus, the great bunlcor of Montreal, 
Hill, president of tho Manitoba road, and 
two other opulent capitalists, invested in 
the land beneath which reposed ths coal 
treasures that supported the town named. 
They paid §45,000 for the land and a small 
shaft previously opened on it by Hun. 
John V. Duucombe, and spent §110,000 
in improving the plant, building switches, 
residences for miners, otc. Careful and 
skilled exports hiado a thorough examina- 
tion of the premises and reported to tho 
syndicate that tbero was coal enough for 
an ou tput of COO cars a day for from seven 
to ten years, but if they could purchaso 
aix adjoining specified tract they could se- 
cure coal enough for twenty years' opera- 
tions. They neglected to du this, how- 
ever, and no w the original thousand acres 
purchased is practically worked out and 
abandoned. Tho works wore opened by a 
Des Moines man, one of the moat skillful 
miners of the state, Ho found the out- 
put, when ho took charge, to bo 90 cars 
a day; in one year's time he increased it 
to 750 cars daily. A village containing 
a population of over 3,000 souls gathered 
about the mines. The monthly pay roll 
of the miners was not far from §15,000, 
and Angus becamo one of the best busi- 
ness points in Central Iowa. After a year 
or two of successful management strikes 
and difficulties began to occur. Property 
was destroyed and somo blood spilled. 
The adjoining 100 acres were purchased 
by another company and other shafts 
sunk. Meantime, too, the mining 
industry in other portions of the state be- 
camo active. The immonao coal fields 
about What Cheer developed wonderful 
richness and coal could bo furnished by 
them cheaper than by tho Angus mines. 
The latter began to bo exhausted. Still 
the labor troubles continued, and about a 
year ago tho work of abandonment was 
begun. One, thon another, of tho shafts 
wora abandoned, and now only one is used, 
giving employment to about ninety men, 
whoro two years since there wbb work for 
2000. As work failed tho miners, those 
that were able to got away, removed to 
other localities. These, however, were 
but a small fraotiuii Large numbers of 
men were not able to movo, and remain 
in the village and vicinity in extreme 
poverty. Numbers of families ure depend- 
ent on the county for support. At least 
three-fourths of the residences are vaoant. 
There were at one time two newspapers 
published thero; both have been removed. 
Not long since some vandal set fire to the 
church building and It was destroyed. 
The once prosperous village is fast falling 
Jnto ruin. Tho Manitoba road has abol- 
ished the largo work, and the miles of 
liido tracks it laid are mere lines of rust 
on tho prairie. It is said that the loos of 
tho investment will not bo less than a 
million. Angus is emphatically an Iowa 
' 'Deserted Villago."
